On this auspicious occasion wo may well re- 
new tho pledge of our devotion to tho con- 
stitution, which, launched by tho founders of 
the rcDublic and consecrated by their prayers 
and patriotic devotion, has for almost a cen- 
tury borne the hopes and aspirations of a 
Croat pooplo through prosperity aud peace 
and through tho snock of foreign conflict* 
and the perils oil douioitic strife and vicissi- 
tudes.
